A Course in Manners, 
Iam all against compulsory 
driving examinations beforo the 
Issuco of.a driving licence, for 
reasons I have before sect forth in 
these columns. But I am not sure 
tet it might riot be a good ‘thing 
every applicant for’ o firat 
leence to drive had to produce a 
certificate that he or she | had 
undergone a course of {instruction 
in rond manners; the proper usc and 
observance. of signals, and all 
cognate matters: relating to safety 
on the highways. .l commend th 
Iden tothe Ministry of Transport 
for consideration. - : 
I would include the whole High- 
way Code, but exclude ‘mechanical 
proficiency in driving, because 
there is no examination in driving 
that will separate tho road-hog 
from the rest. There are many 
good drivers who would fail to pass 
out of sheer examination: funk. 
Ovor and abovo this, it- would 
menn the crention of another army 
of officinia and inspectors, with at- 
tendant expenee and vexation, : 
“Crawling” Danger 
A reader who has motored since 
the “red flag” days writes; “At 
the moment J am taking to -heart 
your remark on the subject of 
crawling; for I am engaged in 
tunning’ in my car after 
re-boring and fitting now pistons. 
In there’ days of aluminium 
pistons there must always be 
an appreciable number on the road 
suffering as I am; and I suggest 
you should remind-yqur readers of 
this fact, and’ thereby save us from 
the. many curses and exhortations 
from others to hurry up, ‘pointing 
out that tobe crawling. is not 
necessarily our fault. . 
“Any hints as to how to ‘cause 
the least trouble to others during 
this proccss would also be useful.” 
Tho remarks which seem to havo 
called forth this ictter were not 
directed at the driver who merely 
drives slowly. We havo. all a 
right to choose the speed at which 
we shall drive, so long- as we do 
not cause danger or: inconverience 
to others. : 
vee oe “Step on: It - ie 
T have no criticism of tho crawl- 
ing motorist simply becnuse, from 
choice or necessity, he does’ crawl. 
It ia when he, adds the offence of 
obstruction to his crawling that he 
becomes a nuisance. I certainly do 
object to him when he sticks to the 
crown of the road and declines to 
Iet me pass because he {s afraid to 
go‘down the camber a little. Iam 
afraid there is very. Httle in the 
way of advice that can‘be offered 
to motorists situattd os my 
correspondent js. All that can be 
donc is to keep as close to the. left 
a8 one safely can,~ 60 as ‘to give 
others plenty. of room to pass. 
“If you have to pass a stationary 
vehicle or some other. road 
obstruction, “step ‘on it” a - little 
and get by as quickly as you can. 
A. thinute or go at speed will do 
no ‘harm to the engine...
